1. Clandestine Service CTs React Strongly t o Amended Promotion Pglig 
In the last of * eerie* of five meeting® with Career Trainees assigned 
to the Clandestine Service, C/CTP and three representatives from the CS 
Pe raonael Management Staff and the CS Personnel Staff briefed about 65 
CTs on the changed promotion policy directly affecting them. It was the 
Largest group to date — made up of three classes from December 1967, 
March 1968 and July 1968 — and by far the strongest in their reaction* to 
the changed policy. Several demonstrated outright anger j one openly 
threatened resignation, -but not without a fight'*? another was uncertain a* 
to whether he wanted to continue to work for the Agency. Only a few, who 
have recently received their regular promotions, were relatively uncon* 
cerned at this time. It is reported that several CTs are preparing a 

petition of redress to be seat to the DD/P. 

DO/P ha# requested a list of names of CTs affected by the changed 

policy so that he can have their supervisor* talk to them personally and
